NEARING A GREAT BATTLE 


Greeks Defeated Today With Great Loss 


the Ws Are Now Fairly Upon the 


Greek City of Larissa.

Milouna 
Pass, 
April 22.-Terrible 


slaughter has been going oil here today 
since morning in an attempt of the Greeks 
to retake the pass. The Greeks have re- 
peatedly attempted-to storm the Turkish 
position on the hill opposite the ravine 
but have been repulsed with tremendous 
losses. 


A great battle cannot no* be avoided 


but a few hour* longer. Edheni Pasha, 
the Turkish commander-in-chief hag tele" 
graphed the Sultan that the advance 
guard were within one hour of Larissa. 
The Turks have 30,000 and the Greeks 40,- 
000 men there. 


This condition of affairs means a deci- 


sive battle in the plains about Larissa, 
the strategic point of the war. There- 
suit at Larfaaa if ot the very greatest im- 
portance. 


Athena—A number of Greek citizens 


have been massacred near Prevassaby the 
Turks. The situation on the Thessalian 
frontier is very critical. It is feared that 
the Qreek troops, exhausted by three 
days' hard fighting, will be unable to re- 
sist much longer (he furious attacks of the 
Turks. 


Paris, April 22.—A deepatoh from Con- 


stantinople says Greece informs the 
Powers that she will abandon her claim 
to Crete if the Powers will force Turkey 
to cede her Bpirusand Mount Olympus, 
accorded her by the treaty of Berlin.

Paris, April 22.—The Journal's corres- 


pondent at Odessa telegraphs that all ne- 
cessary measures 
have been taken at 


Sebastopol for the eventual intervention 
of Russia ia the war between Turkey and 
Greece. 


Athens, April 22.—Tne Crown Prince 


Constantine telegrraphsfromLarlssa, the 
headquarters 
of the Greek forces in 


Thessaly: 


'•"We have kept all our positions, and 


the situation is excellent. E\ery road 
by which the Turks can descend into 
the Thessalian plain has been secured 
by the concentration of our troops. I 
cannot wire at greater length now. I 
am fighting myself. So is Prince Nich- 
olas." 


Advices from Larissa state that the 


Turks tried to capture the post o£ the 
Prophet Ell on the road to Tyi navo, 
but they were repulsed. 


In the fighting tti the vicinity of Tyr- 


navo the Greeks were assisted by 
thousands of irregulars, who harassed 
the Turkish outposts and wings, as 
well as participating in the general en- 
gagement. 
The Turks had an over- 


whelming superiority in numbers. They 
had constructed earthworks and trench- 
es everywhere and in and behind these 
awaited the attack of Che Greeks. On 
the whole, they clung tenaciously to 
their defenses, while the Greeks attack- 
ed these again and again with the most 
desperate bravery 


In spite of the turious attacks still 


made upon them the Greeks continue 
to hold the Reveni and Nezeros passes. 


The last series of the Greek reserves 


has now been called out, and fresh 
troops have been sent to the frontier. 


The bombardment of Prevesa, at the 


entrance of the gulf of Arta, has been 
very heavy since early in the morning. 
The Turkish garrison there has been 
completely isolated by the advance ot 
the Greek troops. 


The report that the Greek fleet had 


bombarded Platomona, on the west 
shore of the gulf of Salonika, is con- 
firmed. The Greek fleet also bombard- 
ed the town of Lepthokarya, adjoining 
Platomona. 
The powder magazine of 


the Turks at Platomona was exploded 
by a Greek shell, causing much damage 
and loss of life to the enemy. 


The public suspense here is terrible, 


Qwjncr to the lack of definite news. 


The government has received telegrams 
from Larissa urging the prompt dis- 
patch of re-enforcements to that point, 
as the Greek troops are being exhaust- 
ed oy the incessant Turkish attacks. 


All the shops were closed yesterday 


•while prayers were being offered in the 
churches for the success of the Greek 
troops 
Every nerve is being strained 


to send all available men to the front. 
Volunteer bands are organizing every- 
•where throughout the country. In Thes- 
saly the whole population is being 
armed and made ready. 
Next week 


thousands will start for the frontier 
from the provinces long famous for 
the fine quality of their fighting men. 


Greeks Take Many F«rt«. 


New York, April 22.—The Journal and 


Advertiser has the following copy- 
righted dispatch from Aita1 


Arta, Greece, April 22.—The Ninth 


regtmer.t of the Greek army has ad- 
vanced across the Aractos river bound- 
ary line into Turkish territory and at- 
tacked a line of small Turkish forts in 
a forest and carried three of them by a 
gallant bayonet charge. 


The village of Neochorls was strong- 


ly defended by Albanians. 
Forty-five 


of them held one house when it was 
stormed by the Greeks and refused to 
surrender. 
All but one died fighting 


valiantly. Your coriespondent joined 
a reconnoltenng party of Greek cavalry. 


With 200 cavalrymen we rode over 


ditches filled hero and there with bodies 
of dead Turks 
Finally we scoured the 


open plain and came within 1,000 yards 
of the Turkish village, when AH Bey, 
•\\ ith a strong cavalry force, suddenly 
appeared on our right and drew up in 
line in front of us 


A long flash of lightning and clouda 


of smoke belched, and In the face of this 
fearful fire we "Withdrew to the plaiu 
ot Neochoris. 


Turks Have No Military Promenade. 
Constantinople, April 22.—The sitting 


of the military commission has been 
continuous since Monday at the Yildiz 
kiosk 
It 
is reported that Edhem 


Pasha has asked for 40,000 re-enforce- 
ments and that orders have been sent 
lo Salonika to hasten the dispatch of 
the reserves to the frontier. The mobil- 
ization of 40 additional battalions has 
been decided upon, and the enrollment 
of volunteers is being considered. 


The sturdy resistance offered by the 


Greeks was wholly unexpected, and the- 
idea that the forces of Edhem Pasha 
would have a military promenade to 
Larissa has already been abandoned. 


Telegrams received by the porte from 


the far western provinces show that the 
Albanian irregulars are devastating the 
country in many localities and especial- 
ly along the line of route between Pre- 
vesa and Janina 
The local authori- 


ties are powerless to restrain them. 


An imperial irade has been issued or- 


dering the Turkish fleet to avoid a bat- 
tle at sea and to remain under the pro- 
tection of the fortifications. 


Greek Fleet Near Salonika. 


Salonika, April 22.—Lookouts have 


been stationed on all the prominent 
headlands and points of vantage over- 
looking the bay, with Instructions to 
Immediately report the appearance of 
the Greek fleet, which Is expected to 
make a demonstration against this 
place very shortly. 


The harbor has been 
thoroughly 


mined, a number of torpedo boats have 
been stationed in well selected places, 
the entrance of the harbor from Cape 
Kara to the mainland of Macedonia 
is strung with torpedos and large quan- 
tities of ammunition have been sent 
to all the batteries. 
There are rumors 


that a Turkish fleet has left the Dar- 
danelles for this place and that It will 
give battle to the Greek fleet in the 
bay. 


A number of Greek Irregulars, who 


have been brought here as prisoners, 
havtng been captured at Demir His- 
sar, were found to have quantities ot 
explosives In their possession.

ness houses in Barmer out of sums 
which it is alleged aggregate about 
1,000.000 marks. He is a builder and 
hud large credit.

scale, and when his need for money be- 
came pressing he drew and cashed 
drafts and other commercial paper 
upon which appeared forged indorse- 
ments 


The specific charge upon which Ev- 


ringhaus was arrested is that he ob- 
tained 130,000 marks from Kreinenberg 
& Co., Morltz Gulp, Von Ganz & Holl- 
haus and the German Wechselbank, all 
of Barmer. 


Deputy Bernhard found no Friedrich 


Evringhaus on the passenger lists of 
the vessel, nor could he find any man 
answeringJEully to the description given 
of him. Finally the deputy saw a stout 
man with a white mustache and red 
face. He wore no beard, but the deputy 
was sure the man was Evringhaus.

THOUSANDS OF FARMS DESTROYED. 


Report on Battleship Iowa. 


Washington, April 22.—The report of 


the naval trial board upon the official 
speed trial of the battleship Iowa has 
just been submitted to the secretary of 
the navy. It shows that the ship made 
a speed, with all allowances made for 
tides and other interfering conditions, 
of just 17.871 knots. As the contract 
requires a speed of 16 knots and pro- 
vides for a bonus at the rate of $200,006 
per knot above that figure, the Cramps 
will receive a premium of $374,200. The 
board found that the ship was strong 
and well built in e\ery particular, that 
her machinery worked well, and that 
with a few trifling- exceptions, which j 
•will be met, she fully compiles with tn« 
requirements of the contract.

A Total of Over SHO,OOO,OOO Worth of 


Property Haa Been Kuined Tjy the 


Devastating Element—Estimate 


of th« Submerged Arcn. 


Washington, April 22 —The bureau of 


statistics of the treasury department 
has made the following report of iht 
damage caused agricultural interest^ 
on the Mississippi river by flood. 


"Since the publication on April 12 of 


a statement relative to the agricultural 
interests of the submerged districts of 
the Mississippi 
% alley south of Cairo 


111., the aiea under water has heen 
considerably extended 
This extension 


is below Vicksburs, Miss., but on the 
right or -\\est bide of the ri\er, and is 
mainly due to a break 2,000 feet in 
width In the levee at Biggs. The out- 
flow of water at this point has totally 
submerged four parishes (counties) of 
Louisiana and partially overflowed flve 
others, while a break at La Fourche 
crossing in the southern part of the 
same state has resulted in the submer- 
gence of an additional area of nearly 
300 square miles in La Fourche and 
Terrebonne parishes. 


"In this newly submerged region there 


was in 1890 a total population of 82,356 
in the proportion of four colored per- 
sons to one white* 


Thousands of Farms Kifliied, 


"The region contained in the last cen- 


sus 7,747 farms, w ith a total area of 
over 1,000,000 acres, of which 420,000 
were improved. Of this last mentioned 
area, 213,000 acre1;, or overone-half.were 
last year devoted to cotton, over 91,- 
000 acres to corn, 6,000 acres to sugar 
cane, 2,000 acres to hay and an Incon- 
siderable acreage to other crops 


"The total value of these farms, in- 


cluding fences and buildings, but ex- 
clusive of their movable equipment, 
was in 1890 close upon $11,000,000, and 
the value of the implements and ma- 
chinery upon them was over $600,000. 
On Jan. 1 of the present year they con- 
tained live stock to the value of $1,500,- 
000, and so lately as the 1st of March 
last they were estimated to have still 
on hand about $800,000 worth of 
the 


crops of last season. The total value 
of the farms submerged by the breaks 
In the levees that have occurred since 
the 10th inst., with their farm imple- 
ments, live stock and crops on hand, is 
therefore close upon $13,000,000. 


"This 
region produced last 
year 


nearly 100,000 bales of cotton, over 
9,000,000 pounds of sugar, over 1,300,000 
burahels of corn, besides hay, potatoes, 
oats and other minor products, the en- 
tire production aggregating- a value, 
even at the low prices that prevailed, 
of more than $4,250,000. 


Total AM* Submerged. 


"The total area submerged at this 


date is over 20,000 square miles. 
It 


contained at the last census46,936 farms 
with a total area of 4,904,4€6acres, near- 
ly one half of which was improved, and 
a total population, agricultural and 
other, oE 462,041. If to the value of its 
farms, farm buildings and farm ma- 
chinery, according to the census of 1890, 
there be added the value of its live 
stock on Jan. 1 last ($9,174,636), and of 
Its products of last season still on hand 
on March 1 last ($4,595,179), the total ' 
of $90,176,177 wili represent the approxi- 
i 


mate value of the agricultural property 1 
of the submerged region.

"Among the products of this region

to others. 


Struck by a Train. 


Elmlra, N. Y., April 22.—James D. 


Hapeman, aged 64 years, a resident of 
Wellsburg, about six mites south of 
this city, was struck and instantly kill- 
ed by Erie train No 8, while walking 
on the track. He stepped aside to let 
a west bound freight tram pass and 
was struck by the passenger train The 
accident occurred in what is known as 
the Nfarrows, and the man was thrown 
against the rocks with such force as to 
tear his shoes from his feet.

Recently the ,- r ateat folly in public 
concerns seems to be the notion on the 
part of many that lerialation can do all 
things it attempts. Ii is believed by some 
subtle power the tone h of legislation can 
cure all the diseases »f the body politic. 
Lot the legislature but speak and all 
human forces will ob> y, seems to be the 
belief of many todcy,—especially ttiose 
with Populistic tend* acies. Tho contem- 
plated enactment ot tbe ten command- 
ments into state law >y the Kansas legis- 
lature was an exarop! 9 of this new dela- 
tion. 


And now comes a n sw example of what 


•ome people believe legislation can d< 
undo the fixed and : bsolute relations of 
natural mathmetics. The newest non- 
sense of this kind trU 3 to change by legis- 
lative ipse dixit a t uth of the eternal 
laws of the universe nto a convenient lie 
that will make "flgp arin' " easier. This 
latest attempt at legislative tomfoolery 
comes from Indiana, and it was calculated 
to change tbe one : nd everlasting and 
immutable ratio bett 'een the diameter of 
a circle and its circu' iference. 


The bill proposed t bat the ratio between 


the diameter and c'r umference of a cir- 
cle bo changed from 3.14156 etc., etc., to 
a2. It was gravely at ?ued that mathemat- 
ical calculations bad bee^n rendered unne- 
cessarily long, diffici It and embarrassing 
by tbe long decimal md the little cross at 
the end, which wen used in designing 
the ratio. To make the proposed change 
would simplify

The scheme h ,s met with more 
or less success—success where the system 
was left voluntary, failure where it was 
made compulsory oa the workingmen. In 
Bern the insurance system has been most 
successful. There every workman was 
taxed 77 cents a month dues to add to the 
insurance fund. The city government 
paid in addition a sum not exceeding 
J965 a year. The plan went into opera- 
tion in April, 1893. Contributions are 
made by benevolent individuals to the 
fund. Only during

months is relief afforded. If a. man re- 
fuses to work, be gets no insurance, 
| Neither does he when he is out of work 
because of his own fault. Tne system has 
been of great assistance to honest men 
who are idle for lack of work.

The largest real estate deal that has 


bean transacted 'in North Adama for a 
long time took place Wednesday vhen 
Foster E. Swift made a final agreement 
for the sale of the entire Wilson House 
property to real estate men outside of the 
city, and the agreement was closed by the 
deposit of a large forfeit. The price to be 
paid is $150,000, 


The name of the parties buying ia not 


now made public and will not be until the 
papers transferring the property are 
made and signed. But the deal is closed 
up with the 
exception of the legal 


fonmlity. 


It will be pleasing to North Adama peo- 


ple to know that Mr. Swift has taken a 
three years' lease of the property he has 
ecld, and has also shown his appreciation 
and confidence in Mr. Bond by taking him 
into partnership in the hotel, who will 
have a half interest in it and will be the 
managing partner. Mr. Swift's lease in- 
cludes the whole of the Wilson house 
block, which will be under his care and 
direction as heretofore for three years at 


ast. 
Mr. Swift wtli make his home at the 


Wilson as heretofore. When seen today 
he intimated that he might travel more 
during coming years than in the past, but 
was prompt and emphatic to say that 
North Adams would be his home so long 
as he lived, whatever might be the des- 
my of the hotel property. North Adams 
will not be less his home because of busi- 
ness changes.
